The annual Government In- 


spection of the Corps of Cadets of 
Augusta Military Academy, to- 
gether with the Military Program 
and Academic and other facilities 
was completed on April 13th, In 
spite of unseasonably cool weath- 
er, intermittant rain, heavy clouds 
throughout the day and other ad- 
verse factors, the corps came 
through with perhaps the highest 
rating ever. Officially, the Honor 
Rating can only be awarded by 
the Department of the Army, 
through channels; however there 
is every indication that every 
phase of the inspection was with 
high honor. 

No two of these annual inspec- 
tions is ever just alike, no two 
teams of inspectors is looking for 
efficiency in exactly the same as- 
pect of the military program, thus 
it is necessary for every possible 
part of the military and military 
program to be at top level of pro- 
ficiency.

It is the ‘casual side remark’, 
or the perhaps direct occassional 
remark of any one of the inspec- 
tors that give the cue to the suc- 
cess of the inspection. 

In no way can we better reveal 
the general outcome and expected 
Honor Rating to come, than by 
citing these words from the initial 
report of the inspecting team 
chairman, 

“The military training program 
at this academy is exceedingly 
well organized and accomplished 
in an outstanding manner, The 
overall curriculum allocates addi- 
tional time for military subjects 
which is utilized in conducting 
outdoor training exercises as well 
as practical field tactical prob- 
lems. Milieary instructions ob- 
served as of the highest caliber, 
with the facilities available easily 
classified as superior.
